The subterranean rivers of the world,
of which tLe ono in the Mammoth cave,
of Kentucky, is usually reckonod as tha
most unique, are srenerally set down in
lists of natural curioeJliea aa being the
greatest winders in the line of water-
ways; buulnch lists, however, are not
always reliable.
